FUNERAL OF 
ALLEN FIELDS 

At St Paul Church Last 

Sunday. 

Last Sunday, at St. Paul, long be- 
fore the hour set for the funeral, 2 
p. m., a nst concourse of friends 
filled the church to its utmost capao/ 
ity, while many were unable to gain 
entrance to pay their last tribute of 
respect to the memory' of Allen 
Fields, . who departed ibis life on 
November 14, 1915. 

The funeral was in charge of Ex- 
celsior Lodge; No. 3, K. of P. snd 
St Louis Hppe Lodge No. 2117. G. 
U. O. O. W Both the juvenile and 
cadet bands' were in attendance ind 
furnished solemn music. The floral 
tributes were profuse and almost hid 
the beautiful casket from view. Dr, 
W, Sampson Brooks preached the fun- 
eral sermon and paid an eloquent trib- 
ute to hi* worth as a faithful member 
and consistent Christian gentleman. 
Resolutions of respect attesting the 
high esteem in which he was held 
were read by the various organiza- 
tions of which' he was a member. In- 
cluding church auxiliaries, the post 
office employees and lodges. Touching 
resolutions were offered by Patriarch 
No. SO, G. U. O. O. F., of which he 
was excaptain.

1 and 2 enumerate the aim of the 
nation and or Israel: H contain ad* 
dresses' of the prophet: 7:1-S, 10 rec- 
ords his visions and the conclusion. 
9; 11-15 la a Measlanlc prophecy. The 
modern prophet of social ■errlce and 
those who neglRct n proper oonsider- 
y] attbn ol "applied Christianity," both 
ought to ponder well this passage. 

I. Jehovah's Lamentation, w.1-3. The 
words of this lesson are those of Je- 
hovah spoken to the house ot lareal 
but apply to all people of an ages. 
Verse one Is a prophecy of the mas- 
ter - * grief over the holy eity (Luke 
,13:34; 19:11). Outwardly rich and 
opulent. In Jehovah's tight the na- 
tion bad already fallen (v. 1 R. V.) 
and there "Is none (present tense* to 
raise her up." Israel Is peraonlflod 
aa a maiden sorely wounded. Spoken 
decades before, Israel did tall and has 
risen no more. But there la a possibil- 
ity of mercy. There la here a com- 
tanr.d and a promise and those nbo 
obey the command will obtain the 
promise of Ufa. 

To "seek ye me" (t. I) is to turn 
(he face to him rather than to turn 
the back. K implies (he forsaking 
of all evil thoughts, yaa, our own 
thoughts and ways and to turn unto 
blm who will abundantly pardon Haa. 
55:6-7; Dent. 30:!g). There la life for 
(he moat outbreaking and outrageous 
sinner If he will seek tha Lord. 

II. The Prophet's Exhortation, w. 4.8. 
Tha places mentioned In' verse tiro 
bad each been made sacred by God's 
presence and subsequently degraded 
by Idolatry. Bethel especially so. 
<a*n. 12:8: 28:10-18; I Kings 13:29-2!)). 
These new religions and the false 
worshiping ware beguiling even (ho 
sincere ipd unwary, hence tha warn- 
ing. We need to beware of the mani- 
fold "new cults" lest we depart frcm 
(he faith of our fathers. America is 
today standing upon a social and re- 
ligious crater In many ways similar to 
ancient Israel. God Is either a con- 
suming Hro 'Ileli 1G< 28-29; Mark 
9:43-49) to tbe Impenitent or else a 
minister of grace (o those who repent. 
Verse aeven Is a suggestion regard- 
ing the rulers of that day and finds 
far too many counterparts in our own 
times. In verae 4 Jehovah exhorts 
the people to "seek him and live." 
In verse t the prophet utters the 
same cry. Now (v. 8) the appeal la to 
seek blm because to do so Is wisdom, 
la) It Is he "that maketh the stars." 
the parth. yea. everything, and It la 
well to be on his side (Pa. 19). (b) 
He "turneth the shadow of death Into 
morning' IH. V.) isee Fs. 30:S(. Who 
can comprehend tha Taat host of his 
saints Tor whom this haa been done? 
(C) He "maketh the day dark with 
tbe nighty ..it V.). This h'e is doing 
repeatedly. Tbe God who set the day 
in Its turn can also turn It aside; 
he haa done It both past and present. 

III. The Wo/d of Application, w. 
10-19. Sinners always hate the man 
who rebukes their sin. Scripture ia 
not needed to prove this fact, for we 
see It today. We are specifically 
warned against the praise of the 
wicked (Luke 6:26) and any true and 
uprigbt witness for Christ knows that 
he la abhorred by (hose whose Urea 
are crooked. (John 3:18, 20). Venc 
11 (A. V.) sounds »ery much Uke 
many of the strictures that are being 
made regarding the acts of sontie of 
the rich of today. How frequently we 
behold mansions built from (be pro- 
ceeds of oppreaalon deserted, by the 
ones who anticipated their occupancy. 
How few fortune* are really expended 
and enjoyed by those who make the 
accumulation. The manner by which 
we accumulate, our conduct towards 
tbe lust (Acts 7:52). oar acreptaaoe 
of bribe*, and our neglect of tba needy 
and the poor la all known to God.

How one shall read tbe Bible de- 
pends largely on what he la reading 
it for. The Bible 
l» an oll-arouud 
book, and serve* 
many purposes, 
but It la well to 
have in mind 
some definite pur- 
pose in all one's 
reading. 

There is ths de- 
votional nse of 
the Bible. All 
stringed instru- 
ments quickly get 
out of tone. The 
■ctlon of. the at- 
mosphere, and 
tha constant vi- 
bration In play 
Ing. relaxes tbe strings so that (hey 
need to be retuned very often. No 
matter how good the violin Is, It 
needs to be tuned every day, and 
often many times a day. 

Man is like a violin. He soon gets 
out of tone with God. The wear and 
tear of life, and the demoralizing at- 
mosphere which sin creates, so af- 
fects his disposition that ho needs to 
be brougbt Into harmony with God 
every morning. It la not surprising, 
when we consider the subtlety of 
■in. and the weakness of the flesh.

Strange that i hsrp of s thousand strings. 
Should keep in tun* so long. 
Nothing will bring the believer Into 
touch with God so soon as a little 
taate of the Divine Word. For devo- 
tional purposes the Psalms are per- 
haps the best, because they cover so 
wide a range or experience. Here 
find aspiration and confession, Joy 
and sorrow, adoration and praise. 
Here we behold the calm confidence 
which grows out of a sublime faith. 
"The Lord Is my shepherd 
not want." Again we meet tbe bit- 
ter anguish which comes from Ingrat- 
itude, or unrequited love, or the ec- 
stasy of sin forgiven as in Psalm 32 
or tbe passionate plea tor mercy lo 
Psalm 51. or the shout of triumph In 
Paalm 68. It Is doubtful if then la 
any experience in life for <*hich 
cannot find a duplicate In tbe psal- 
ter, and, noting how the man after

If 
In perplexity, read Psalm 3T, If 
you are grateful, choose, 105. or 
LOS, or 10T. if your heart needs 
searching. Psalm 139 will accomplish 
It. "O. Lord, thou hast, searched me 
and known me," and after a sublime de- 
scription of God's omniscience, dos- 
ing with the -prayer which only an 
honest heart can utter: "Search me, 
O God, and know my heart; try me 
end know my thought*;, and see if 
there be any wicked way In me, and 
lead me In the way everlaatlng." If It 
1* comfort you need, you will find II In 
abundance la either of the following 
Psalms, 34. SI or 103. , 

The gospel* are also excellent for 
devotional reading because there we 
come In contact with the word* add 
work* of Jesaa. We see how he lived 
fn the borne and by tbe wayside. In the 
carpenter'* shop, and by the ooen, 
grave. We see him in public life end- 
In private ministry always the aamej 
never hunied, nor worried, always 
thinking of others and never of him- 
self. We see him playing with the 
children, watching the hen* in the 
door ;"ard. and the birds on the trees, 
the growing grain* and fading Bower*. 
In everything he saw God's love and 
care, and from all things natural he 
drew some spiritual lesson for hi* own 
and others' comfort. ' |

read at a tima for devotional purposes.' 
let me answer with an Illustration, I 
once saw a picture of the disciples on 
the way to Emmaua.

Iri bis address before a large audience last Sunday at the ded 
ication of Wheatley Branch, Y: W. C. A., the first words that Dr. 
William J. Williamson spoke were "Brothers and Sisters," and this 
salutation was repeated throughout his discourse.

He is a gifted speaker and a 
natural leader of men. 

While listening to his eloquent words our mind reverted to the 
days that tried men's souls, and the cordial, and fraternal notes of 
his remarks stamped him as a man of Henry Ward Beeeher's cal- 
ibre. Will Dr. Williamson, like the noble Beccher, espouse the Ne- 
gro's cause against the measures now pending? if he does what a 
strong advocate he will prove to be against segregation I 

There are thousands of good white friends who wish the- Negro 
well, but who are not vitally concerned about the issues which af- 
fect his civic welfare and prosperity. At this particular period we 
note with interest every expression of good will and esteem from 
the while man to the Negro, and in these days of civic strife and. 
confusion we need men— strong men of Dr. Williamson's type — 
who will boldly and fearlessly attack the evil and vicious legislation 1 
against the Negro now pending; men who will denounce this 
"scheme projected against a despised race in this tidal wave of seg- 
regation which threatens to- sweep over our .city... We need men 
who are strong in their determination to rewaL-thjs evil enterprise 
born in the poisoned soil of hatred and prejudice. We need men 
who will unhesitatingly and unequivocally expose its evil" tenden- 
cies to everyone he may influence. 

Will" Dp. Williamson, "like Henry Ward Beccher, pick up the 
gauntlet in our defence and tell the members of his church and his 
fellow members that he feels the fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man so strongly that he recoils against and condemns a 
measure which aims to infringe upon the right of even the hum- 
blest citizen? We feel assured that this must be his attitude to- 
ward. the Negro race, if his speech on last Sunday afternoon is an 
index to the sentiments of his heart. Andrew Jackson once replied 
to a wily lawyer who was seeking to draw ,from him the admission 
that he was of a fiery disposition, — "Sir, I am the natural enemy of 
scoundrels." Will Dr. Williamson aid us in arousing the good citi- 
zenship of St. Lcuis — who are the natural enemies of oppression 
and repression of aspiration, who are the natural enemies of all that 
would retard the progress and development of our'city — to the fact 
that a radical element of her population is seeking to deprive 
American citizens ol their inalienable rights" in the pursuit of 
happiness?

SEGREGATION A FAILURE 

Segregation is a failure. It is a faitare'ao fir in Bajtimore. 
The courts of Maryland have put the brand of onconsdturionality 
upon it twice, and, in the third effort, it has big signs of failure. It 
has also failed at Atlanta and Richmond; it is still .pending in. the 
courts at other places bjtpoust finally be pronounced unconstitu- 
tional and inoperative. It will also be a failure in St. Loois, if it is 
ever attempted here: The" Constitution of the United States, as 
well as the several constitution of the states, covers and protects 
both races in their right to sell or occupy.thetr own possessions. 
J?or time immemorial it has been a. common and a written law that 
the states cannot direct the disposition of individual property, ex- 
cept in cases where the public welfare or health may require it. 
Nor can a race or individual Ik restricted for residential purposes 
and confined to any particular street or corner of a city 

Segregation has become an impending danger in St. Louis, and 
it behooves every Negro to register January 25 and cast his -vote 
against it February 29. 




THE RIFT IN THE CLOUDS 

On' the Negro question in the United States, the rift ' from 
which light shines from behind the clouds is Chief Justice White. 

His appointment. by Taft threw, a wet blanket over the aspira- 
tions of' the American Negro, and Taft was soundly and roundly 
abused because Justice White was a Southerner arid had fought for 
the success of a Confederacy that was founded on .African Slavery 
and had Negro inferiority as the corner stone of its structure. 

Bat Chief Justice White was not long on the Supreme bench 
before he rendered a decision setting aside the decree of the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia. This decree denied the Negro's right to 
use the name or wear the emblems of the Knights of Pythias. 
Chief Justice White set aside this decree, and the rights of the Ne- 
gro Pythians of Georgia remain intact 

This was. the first decision. favorable to the Negro that was ever 
handed down from the Supreme Court. Chief Justice White' fol- 
lowed this line of thought coosistkflkly when, a few years later, he 
declared the "Grandfather ClauseTin the Constitution of Oklaho- 
ma, too, unconstitutional and null. And now we wait, not with 
bated breath, for some of these barbarian segregation laws to reach 
his court for. final action. 

> It was Saul of Tarsus who took the Christians to Damascus to 
scourge them and on his way saw a great light' in the cloudv"--^ 

It was Abraham Lincoln, born amidst the Negro-hating "poor 
white trash," who made himself the! great man of American history 
in setting them free. 

It was General Joe Wheeler, who fought four years to fasten 
the fetters perpetually npon the Negro, that afterwards com- 
manded Negroes in the Spanish-American War and pronounced 
them among fhe bravest and best disciplined soldiers on earth. 

We have this rather contradictory . condition in the manner in 
which' the Supreme Court is constituted: Justice White, ex-Con- 
federate of Louisiana, presiding, deciding to prevent the disman- 
tling of Negro Pythiantsm, and, on the other hand. Associate Jus- 
tke Holmes, descendant of abolitionists, of Massachusetts, dissenting 
and agreeing with Georgia that a Negro has no right to be a Pyth- 
ian; also, afterwards. Associate Justice Holmes presiding and hand- 
ing down zn opinion that the "Jim Crow" cars of Oklahoma ace' 
constitutional. 

We can see in this swinging around of ssea a change that will
